According  to  a  telegram  from  Sao  Paulo 
on  the  241b  the  Banco  Italo-Brazilciro  is 
about  to  .sell  the  lands  recently  ceded  to  it 
by  the  government  (for  immigration  pur- 
poses) (or  over  5,000,000$.  Should  this 
report  prove  true  it  ought  to  settle  once  for 
till  this  must  pernicious  policy  of  giving 
public  lands  to  merely  speculative  enter- 
prises for  purposes  of  private  profit.  Every 
Brazilian  has  the  right  to  ask,  and  should 
,isk.  why  a  bank,  or  company,  should  be 
permitted  to  realize  a  profit  of  5,000,000$ 
out  ol  an  undertaking  designed  merely  to 
benefit  those  who  come  here  to  settle  on 
public  lands.  If  the  Banco  Italo-Brazi- 
lciro has  introduced  no  immigrants,  nor 
settled  any  of  the  lands  conceded,  why 
should  it  be  permitted  to  sell  them  and 
realize  a  profit?  Is  not  this  profit,  in  truth, 
a  free  gift  from  the  government,  for  which 
the  taxpayer  must  ultimately  pay?  In 
strict  justice,  the  public  lands  are  the  pro- 
perty of  the  people,  and  should  therefore 
be  sold  only  to  actual  settlers,  at  the 
minimum  of  cost,  and  without  the  addition 
of  one  vintem  of  profit  in  the  interests  of 
third  parties.  The  5,000,000$  said  to  have 
been  made  by  the  Italo-Brazileiro  bank  in 
the  transfer  of  these  lands,  would  pay  fur 
the  introduction  and  settlement  of  n  great 
many  immigrants. 


The  death  of  the  unhappy  proof-reader 
of  the  IMbuna  who  was  wounded  in  the 
attack  on  the  publication  offices  of  that  pa- 
per on  November  29th,  can  not  fail  to  re- 
vive the  resentment  and  indignation  aroused 
by  that  most  dastardly  outrage,  One  month 
has  now  elapsed,  and  yet  nothing  whatever 
has  been  done  to  hold  the  criminals  respon- 
sible. Even  the  death  of  one  of  their 
victims,  which  makes  the  crime  more  seri- 
ous, has  as  yet  caused  not  one  single  arrest, 
although  the  names  of  the  organizers  and 
participants  in  the  assault  are  known  to  the 
police.  It  will  not  be  contested  that  had 
the  aggressors  been  civilians,  they  would 
have  been  arrested  long  ago,  and  would 
have  been  held,  either  imprisoned  or  under 
bail,  to  await  the  result  of  the  police  investi- 
gation. But  as  the  criminals  are  officers 
and  soldiers  of  the  army,  the  case  seems  to 
be  quite  a  different  thing  It  appears  to  be 
considered  in  this  so-called  republic  that 
military  privileges  are  of  greater  importance 
than  civil  rights,  and  that  an  officer's  crime 
against  common  law,  even  be  It  the  crime 
of  murder,  is  exempt  from  ordinary  civil 
process  and  punishment.  The  fact  stands, 
however,  that  this  crime  was  committed  by 
military  men,  and  that  its  promoters  were 
officers  attached  to  the  household  of  the  ex- 
ecutive. The  record  can  not  be  blotted 
OUt— even  were  the  minister  ol  justice  to 
have  the  depositions  burned — and  the  stain 
will  remain  attached  to  the  name  and  repu- 
tation of  the  provisional  government  as  long 
as  these  men  remain  unpunished  It  is 
must  singular  that  in  so  wanton  an  attack 
upon  an  opposition  paper,  the  editor  and 
his  printing  office  should  escape,  while  a 
poor  proof-reader,  a  reporter,  a  visitor  and 
a  few  others,  all  irresponsible,  should  be  the 
ones  to  suffer.  And  it  is  still  more  singu- 
lar that  a  government  which  talks  so  elo- 
quently o\~  liberty,  justice  and  civil  rights, 
is  not  willing  to  do  one  thing  to  punish  tin- 
outrage  and  relieve  the  real  sufferers  !  If 
this  is  the  character  of  the  republic  to  be 
created,  it  will  be  better  to  have  a  genuine 
despotism  at  once. 


If  there  are  any  men  left  in  Brazil  who 
appreciate  the  value  of  historical  documents, 
we  trust  that  they  will  lose  no  time  in 
protesting  against  that  most  unnecessary 
and  quixotic  order  of  the  minister  of  finance 
for  the  collecting  and  burning  the  official 
records  relating  to  slavery  and  emancipa- 
tion. The  history  of  the  abolition  o( 
slavery  in  Brazil  has  not  yet  been  written, 
and  when  it  is  this  material  will  be  most 
valuable.  If  the  act  could  serve  any  good 
purpose,  if  it  could  wipe  out  the  dark  stain 
on  the  history  of  this  country,  if  it  could 
cover  up  forever  the  cruelties,  iniquities  and 
knaveries  which  have  disgraced  the  pro- 
moters and  defenders  o(  this  infamous  crime 
against  humanity,  then  the  loss  ol  the 
records  of  that  effort  which  final!)  resulted 
in  emancipation,  could  be  borne.  But  no 
result  of  this  character  can  be  expected. 
The  record  lias  been  made  and  the  great 
crime  has  already  found  a  place  in  history. 
And  now,  through  some  distortion  of 
reason,  some  feverish  craving  after  cheap 
notoriety,  some  childish  idea  that  the 
records  of  a  great  national  event  can  be 
expunged  like  the  record  of  an  inconvenient 
expression  from  the  minutes  of  a  legislative 
session,  the  minister  of  finance  believes  that 
he  can  blot  out  all  remembrance  of  slavery 
and  emancipation  by  the  mere  burning  of 
the  records  !  It  is  sheer  lolly  I  It  is 
worse — it  is  pure  madness  I  "The  damn- 
able stain  will  not  out  !  "  Its  curse  is  still 
upon  the  land ;  its  taint  is  in  the  very 
blood  of  the  nation  !  Burn  the  books  if 
you  please— the  curse  still  lives,  even 
though  the  record  of  the  one,  sole,  redeem- 
ing act  be  lost  forever.  The  records  of 
these  seventeen  years'  effort  to  free  Brazil 
from  slavery  ought  to  be  held  as  sacred  as 
Lincoln's  emancipation  proclamation  is  held 
in  the  United  Stales.  To  burn  them  does 
justice  to  no  one,  appeases  no  sense  of  wrong, 
and  satisfies  no  desire  for  the  reunion 
of  the  people  in  one  common  sentiment 
and  purpose.  It  is  merely  an  expression  of 
overwought  sentimentalism,  like  that  which 
led  the  Paris  mobs  to  destroy  priceless 
treasures  because  they  had  been  associated 
with  the  men  and  measures  of  an  overthrown 
regime, 
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The  steady  increue  In  the  costs  of  living 
in  9  city  whore  men  costs  were  already  dis- 
proportionately high,  Is  deserving  tar  more 
attention  than  it  has  thus  Tar  received. 
All  the  acts  ol  the  provisional  government 
within  the  part  year  have  contributed  to 
this  result.  The  revision  of  the  tariff  in- 
creased customs  taxation  on  many  articles 
of  importation,  particularly  those  con- 
sumed by  the  poorer  classes;  the  imposi- 
tion of  ti\e  io%  gold  duties  product  a 
further  increase;  and  now  the  collection  of 
all  the  duties  in  gold  is  equivalent  to  nn 
increase  of  fully  ao  per  cent,  on  all  diitiahlc 
imports.  As  the  practice  here  is  trifmake 
the  necessaries  of  life  bear  the  burdens  of 
taxation,  the  effect  of  these  acts  has  been 
to  directly  increase  the  costs  of  living.  If 
we  now  turn  to  the  results  of  the  specu- 
lative mania  which  has  been  raging  here 
during  the  past  year,  we  find  that  it  has 
largely  increased  rents  and  interest,  the  prices 
of  land,  and  building  material  and  wages. 
It  has  also  withdrawn  both  money  and  men 
from  the  legitimate  pursuits  of  commerce, 
and  has  increased  the  risks  in  business  and 
other  investments.  All  these  likewise  con- 
tributed to  increase  the  ordinary  expenses 
of  living.  Ifwe  now  add  to  all  this  the 
inevitable  and  unavoidable  extravagance 
and  waste  which  accompany  these  speculative 
manias,  we  have  still  another  factor  in  the 
problem  antagonistic  to  the  comfort  and 
well-being  of  people  of  moderate  means. 
An  example  of  this  may  be  seen  in  the 
enormously  increased  charges  for  carriages 
in  Petropolis,  where  the  extravagance  ot 
men  suddenly  made  rich  has  led  the  livery- 
men to  now  ask  ten  times  the  price  charged 
for  a  carriage  one  year  ago.  Another  illus- 
tration related  us  is  that  of  a  set  ot  furniture 
which  was  offered  to  a  gentleman  one  year 
ago  for  900$,  and  which  is  now  held  firm 
at  double  that  figure  because  the  new  capi- 
talists arc  paying  any  price  asked  for  what 
they  want.  In  view  of  this  state  of  affairs, 
is  it  not  time  for  us  to  inquire  what  the 
result  is  to  be  ?  Wages  must  go  up  of 
course,  for  the  working  classes  are  rapidly 
discovering  that  former  rales  will  not  meet 
current  expenses.  In  connection  with  this, 
everything  else  must  also  go  up  in  price, 
and  then  we  shall  find  that  those  living  on 
small  incomes  will  suffer,  small  industries 
will  be  crippled,  the  necessities  of  those 
without  occupations—whoso  name  is  legion 
in  this  country — will  be  largely  increased, 
violent  fluctuations  in  values  will  follow, 
crime  will  increase  —  and  all  for  what? 
Simply  to  furnish  more  revenue  to  an  im- 
provident and  infatuated  government,  and 
to  afford  opportunities  for  a  small  class  of 
reckless  men  to  make  fortunes  through 
fictitious  undertakings  1  If  the  industries 
of  the  country  were  largely  and  generally 
developed,  the  number  of  non- producers 
were  not  so  large,  and  if  there  were  a 
greater  diversity  of  occupations  and  produc- 
tions, then  it  could  bo  borne  with  less 
danger  and  hardship.  But  in  view  of  exist- 
ing conditions,  how  long  can  we  expect  the 
people  of  Brazil  to  stand  tip  under  such 
burdens  ? 

All  things  considered,  the  disposition  to 
talk  on  the  part  of  the  members  of  the  con- 
stituent assembly  can  not  be  considered 
either  as  untimely  or  censurable.  They  are 
engaged  in  a  work  of  transcendent  impor- 
tance, on  which  depends  the  prosperity  or 
ruin  of  this  country  in  the  future,  and  it  is 
necessary,  therefore,  that  their  deliberations 
should  not  be  either  superficial  or  hastily 
closed.  It  is  desirable,  of  course,  that  this 
period  of  suspense  and  irresponsible  dicta- 
torship should  be  brought  to  an  early  ter- 
mination, but  a  month  or  so  more  of  this 
uncertainty  can  not  possibly  cause  the  harm 
to  the  country  that  a  defective  or  bad  con- 
stitution can  do  through  a  term  of  years. 
We  are  firmly  convinced  that  serious  mis- 
takes have  already  been  made,  which  per- 
haps might  have  been  avoided  had  there 
been  a  clearer  understanding  of  the  princi- 
ples and  attributes  of  the  government  which 
it  is  sought  to  establish.  Were  it  not  that 
the  delegates  will  persist  in  talking  on  sub- 
jects foreign  to  the  question  before  them, 
and  were  it  not  that  they  will  persist  in  oc- 
cupying valuable  time  in  vapid  and  turgid 
oratory,  no  one  could  deny  that  these  dis- 
cussions are  most  valuable  and  necessary., 
It  has  been  the  misfortune  of.  Brazil  to  have 
had  a  provisional  government  which  seeks 
to  restrict  the  work  of  organization  wholly 
within  lines  drawn  by  itself.  This  govern- 
ment apparently  believes  that  it  understands 
the  requirements  of  the  moment  better  than 
anyone  else,  consequently  all  discussion  and 


free  action  is  persistently  treated  as  hostile. 
There  is  also  the  assumption  on  its  part  that 
as  It  alone  planned  and  executed  the  revo- 
lution, it  alone  has  the  right  to  determine 
what  the  future  government  of  this  country 
shall  he.  This  is  essentially  an  imposition 
of  individual  ideas  on  the  country  by  force, 
and  is  therefore  a  political  situation  built 
upon  the  weakest  of  foundations.  Unhappily, 
also,  the  members  of  this  government,  who 
are  striving  to  impose  their  individual  ideas 
upon  the  country,  are  neither  harmonious 
nor  consistent.  At  the  very  outset  there 
were  two  radically  different  theories  in  re- 
gard to  republican  government — one  in  fa- 
vor of  a  federated  republic  of  self-govern- 
ing states,  like  the  United  States  ;  the  other 
advocating  a  centralized,  or  "unitarian," 
republic  of  semi-dependent  departments, 
like  France.  The  first  idea  was  th§  strong- 
er at  first,  but  it  was  so  imperfectly  under- 
stood and  so  modified  with  the  imperialist 
ideas  of  men  trained  in  monarchical  schools, 
that  it  never  took  one  intelligent  step  to- 
ward real  federation,  and  eventually  began 
to  drift  steadily  over  toward  the  other  party. 
And  the  result  now  is  that  the  constitution 
is  an  almost  unworkable  combination  of  the 
two  ideas,  with  an  executive  tendency  to 
centralize  all  initiative  and  power  in  the  na- 
tional government.  Under  such  conditions, 
the  more  fully  the  question  is  discussed,  the 
better.  The  scheme  now  proposed  will 
never  make  a  prosperous  and  successful  re- 
public in  Brazil,  for  it  cripples  self-govern- 
ment and  private  initiative  too  much  to  per- 
mit the  creation  of  a  strong,  progressive  and 
self-reliant  people. 


Brazil  for  ttfe  expressions  of  frank  and  sincere  cor- 
diality with  which  your  government  manifests  its 
sympathy,  and  your  express  wishes  fyr  the  peace- 
ful, prosperous  ajid  auspicious  condition  iW?  which 
is  found  the  republic  which  has  in  Utile  more  than 
one  year,  by  a  bloodless  revolution,  destroye#lhe 
last  throne  on  our  continent,  and  consecrated  the 
entire  Americas  to  the  sway  of  democracy.  Al- 
though we  are  the  last  to  enter  into  the  commu- 
nion ol  the  republics  which,  commencing  with  the 
glorious  declaration  of  your  independence,  has 
given  to  the  world  a  lesson  o(  liberty  and  human 
progtess,  you  will  find  us  henceforward  among  the 
first  in  the  line  of  defense  of  ihe  republican  insti- 
tutions whicli  bless  our  hemisphere,  as  your  co- 
laborers  in  the  work  of  American  civilization,  pence 
and  happiness.  It  was  yel  in  the  lime  of  the  mon- 
archy that  nn  illustrious  savant,  ynur  compatriot, 
said  in  this  capita!  that  there  were  no  more  two 
Americas.  To-day  with  greater  truth  I  can  affirm 
that  all  the  states  of  America  find  themselves  uni- 
ted by  the  fraternity  of  their  institutions,  and  by  the 
solidarity  of  their  destinies. 

To  the  sentiment  of  an  independent  country,  en- 
joyed by  each  citizen  of  the  republics  which  extend 
from  the  ice  of  your  northern  lakes  to  the  snows  of 
the  mountains  of  our  southern  neighbor*,  between 
which  throbs  the  Brazilian  heart  with  uul$|tiofis  of 
patriotism,  is  united  the  sentiment  of  \grent  Amei 
ican  fatherland,  the  most  lofty  symboFo!  the  fr 
ternity  of  free  people  united  by  a  common  ideal. 

The  hope  which  you  cherish  is  not  merely 
hope  ;  it  is  a  happy  reality.  We  are  more  than 
neighbors  in  spite  of  the  distance  which  separates 
us.  We  are  brothers,  and  if  the  conditions  ot 
chance  or  the  laws  of  history  make  your  country 
and  Drazit  the  greatest  republics  of  America  in 
territory  and  in  population,  how  much  more  must 
be  the  duty  incumbent  on  us  to  give  each  other  the 
hand,  in  the  future  defense  of  our  rights,  and  of 
sister  nations. 

It  was  under  the  inspiration  of  these  sentiments 
that  the  Brazilian  delegation  to  the  assembly  of  the 
American  nations  earned  the  appreciation  with 
which  you  refer  to  the  part  which  fell  to  them  in 
that  work  ol  fraternization.  Desirous,  as  you  say, 
of  continuing  this  work,  1  assure  you,  Mr.  Minis- 
ter, that  you  will  find  in  the  Brazilian  government 
a  most  sincere  co-operator.

BRAZIL  AND  THE  if  Nil  ED  STA  TES. 

At  the   formal   reception  o(  the  new   American 

minister  by  General    Deodoro  on   the   tgth   inst., 

Mr.  Conger  presented  bis  credentials  and  addressed 

the  chief  of  state  as  follows  : 

Getttralmim,— Having  been  appointed  by  the 
President  ol  the  United  States  of  America  Envoy 
Kxtrnordiiiary  and  Minister  Plenipotentiary  to  the 
United  States  of  Brazil,  and  having  been  charged 
with  the  pleasing  commission  of  residing  near  and 
representing  my  government  at  your  delightful  cap- 
ital, [  have  the  distinguished  honor  to  present  to 
your  Excellency  to-day  my  letter  of  credit  from  the 
President  and  to  convey  to  you  directly  the  testi- 
mony of  his  high  personal  consideration,  and  to 
extend  to  you  and  your  people  on  behalf  ol  my 
government  the  sincere  sympathy  and  heartiest  con- 
gratulations upon  your  peaceful,  prosperous  and 
promising  condition.  I  am  also  charged  with  pre- 
senting to  you  this  letter  of  recall  of  my  distin- 
guished predecessor,  the  lion.  Robert  Adams,  Jr., 
the  condition  of  whose  heallh  constrained  him  to 
surrender  the  high  commission  with  which  lie  had 
been  entrusted  by  his  government. 

'['lie  relations  of  our  governments  in  the  past 
have  been  uniformly  ol  a  most  happy  and  friendly 
character  ;  may  I  not,  Sir,  express  the  hope,  that 
they  may  so  continue  indefinitely  ?  We  are  in  area 
and  in  population  the  two  greatest  republics  of  the 
two  Americas.  Our  people  are  alike  inspired  with 
sentiments  of  liberty,  education  and  progress.  We 
are  eaeli  striving,  under  God.  to  solve  the  great 
political  and  economical  problem  of  how  the  great- 
est permanent  good  shall  come  to  the  greatest 
number  of  our  citizens.  We  have  heretofore  been 
separated  by  long  distance,  but  science,  invention 
and  courageous  commerce  are  rapidly  obliterating 
tbis,  ami  increased  and  frequent  communication  by 
sea  and  possibly  connection  by  rail  and  cable  must 
eventually  make  us  neighbors  in  fact.  Why  then 
may  we  not  expect  to  soon  be  neighbors  in  all  that 
comprehensive  word  implies  ?  I  sincerely  cherish 
such  a  hope.  The  very  harmonious  convention  of 
all  the  American  republics  at  Washington  during 
last  year,  ami  (he  distinguished  and  effective  part 
which  the  honored  ami  illustrious  representatives 
of  your  government  took  in  that  Congress,  have 
given  assurance  ol  your  hearty  sympathy  and  co- 
operation in  the  important  work  then  so  auspicious- 
ly begun.  With  even  a  partial  realization  of  the

INTEREST  GUARANTEES. 

We  heard  yesterday  that  by  a  decree  ol  the  day 
before  there  had  been  granted  an  interest  guarantee 
to  two  weaving  mills  in  the  slate  of  Piauhy. 

We  hope  thai  such  a  rumor  has  not  the  least 
grain  ol  truth,  for  n  would  he  the  quintessence  of 
absurdity,  the  conceding  of  future  interest  guaran- 
tecs,*aud,  in  the  second  place,  a  dangerous  piece- 
dent,  that  of  lending  the  endorsement  of  the  stale 
to  weaving  mills. 

Up  to  1SS9,  the  government  of  this  country  only 
endorsed  capital  employed  in  railways  and  central 
sugar  factories.  In  1S90  ihe  provisional  govern- 
ment began  extending  the  sphere  of  these  favors 
unlhVlhey  include  companies  (or  horse  and  cattle 
breeding,  without  mentioning  the  exemption  from 
duties  and  other  favors  to  certain  industrial  com- 
panies. 

We  take  the  liberty  of  reminding  the  govern 
meat,  that  once  the  Consntuinte  is  in  session,  once 
that  the  project  of  the  Constitution  itself  considers 
so  sacred  the  decreeing  <>f  taxes  that  it  allows  to 
the  Chamber  of  Deputies  alone  the  initiation  of 
laws  which  touch  this  subject,  it  is  time  that  it 
should  show  itself  more  .scrupulous  as  to  the  pub- 
lic fortune,,  tnd  cease  In  grant  favors  of  this  de- 
scription.

And  it  was  probably  be- 
cause of  its  poverty,  ami  the  assistance  due  it,  that 
the  provisional  government  now  made  to  it  this 
concession  of  interest  guarantee. 

But,  however  praiseworthy  the  intention  of  the 
honorable  minister  ol  agriculture  may  have  been, 
he  could  not  have  been  more  unfortunate  than  he 
was  in  this  unlucky  concession.  It  is  not  a  ques 
tion  of  a  further  granting  of  6  per  cent,  on  600,- 
000$,— a  mere  drop  in  ihe  flood  which  threatens 
every  one  of  us— but  such  w  concession  will  be  only 
the  initiative  for  many  others,  in  the  north,  in  the 
strath,  everywhere.  Henceforward  there  will  not 
be  a  factory  in  our  country  that  will  not  claim  the 
same  favor  from  the  stall,  winch  will  not  only  fur- 
ther embarrass  the  Treasury,  but  will  also  render 
more  virulent  the  corruption  engendered  by  the 
system  of  guarantees,  not  to  speak  of  the  absurdi- 
ty of  gralting.it  upon  the  republican  system. 

Moreover,  it  happens  tn  the  case  of  Piauhy,  of 
which  we  are  treating,  that  in  Theresina  there 
is  building  a  factory  with  a  capital  ol  250,000$ 
raised, there,  the  foundations  of  which  are  laid  and 
the  machinery  for  which  is  very  shoitly  expected 
from  Europe;  how  can  this  establishment  compere

with  that  which  now  has  obtained  an  interest  gua 
antee?     In  desiring  to  protect  an  industry    in    the 
state  of  piauhv,  the  government  succeeds   only   in 
killing  it,  for  the  benefit  of  a  private  association. 

It  is  the  same  principle,  more  or  less,  upon  which 
the  minister  of  agriculture  gave  the  gratuitous  use 
of  the  new  road  to  Tijuca  to  private  parties,  who, 
with  government  aid,  are  laughing  at  public  opin- 
ion and,  taking  possession  of  the  road. 

It  might  be  fit,  were  it  necessary,  to  make  some 
special  concession  to  promote  the  common  weal  in 
Piauhy,  to  have  given  in  season  home  guarantee  to 
the  pastoral  industry,  which,  all  said,  is  the  princi- 
pal industry  of  the  slate.  In  place  of  this,  how- 
ever, the   government  has  conceded  favors  of  this

An  amendment  of 
Deputy  Rosa  e,Silva,  excluding  real  estate  banks 
h-oni  the  provision  granting  to  ihf  federal  govern-  J 
nient  Ihe  exclusive  right  to  charter  banks  of  issue,- 
wai  also  rejected.  Deputy  Julio  de  Castilhos' 
amenftftient  lo  Art.  8,  granting  to  the  stales  the 
exclusive  right  to  all  sources  of  revenue  not  in- 
cluded in  Art.  6,  was  rejected  by  123  votes  to 
103. 

Decembo  gj.— Art.  i>  of  ihe  Constitution  was 
adopted  with  several  amendments.  One  of  these" 
amendments  gives  ihe  states  the  exclusive  right  to 
lay  taxes  on  industries  and  professions.  An 
amendment  of  Deputy  Jose  Mariauno,  establishing 
a  uniform  additional  duty  of  15  per  cent,  on  im- 
ports for  the  benefit  of  the  stale  treasuries,  was, 
although  supported  by  the  ministers,  rejected  by 
120  votes  to  103.  The  amendment  of  the  special 
cummillee  giving  ihe  states  a  quota  of  |o  per  cent, 
ol  Ihe  import  duties  was  rejected  by  123  votes  to 
9S,  Art.  9  was  adopted  with  the  amendment  ol 
the  special  committee  rendering  mutual  the  obliga- 
tion ol  the  states  and  federal  government  not  to 
tax  eacli  other.  After  the  adoption  of  Arts.  10  and 
ll  congress,  adjourned,  being  unable,  from  want  of 
.1  qu'Hum,  io  proceed  with  the  voting. 

Dicembtr  ?#.—0n  motion  of  Deputy  Cezar 
Zama  it  was  resolved  that  Congress  would  not  sit 
on  the  25th.  The  discussion  of  the  vole  of  thanks' 
to  the  army  j.roposed  by  Senator  Lobo  was  post- 
poned. Art.  12  of  the  Constitution  was  adopted 
by  94  voles  to  S9.  This  article  provides  that  all 
sources  of  revenue  not  discriminated  in  the  Con- 
stitution shall  belong  collectively  lo  the  stales  and 
federal  government.  Arts.  13,  14  and  15  were 
also  adopted.  After  a  speech  from  Deputy  Correa 
Rabello,  Senator  Saraiva  took  the  floor.  He  said 
that  when  be  consented  lo  sit  in  this  congress,  he 
did  so  with  the  hope  of  being  able  to  assist  in  es- 
tablishmg  a  real  federation.  Me  consequently  ac- 
cepts the  Rio  Grande  plan,  which  is  to  give  ihe 
federal  government  one  or  two  sources  of  revenue 
to  meet  its  expenses,  reserving  the  rest  for  the* 
stales.  If  congress  fails  to  establish  such  a* 
federation,  it  will  be  the  fault  of  the  minister  of  fi- 
nance, who  is  unwilling  to  reduce  the  general  ex- 
peiiditnre  of  the  country.  The  minister  estimates 
the  present  expenditure  at  200,000,000$  per  an- 
num, hut  in  reality  it  amounts  to  250,000,000$', 
which  is  more  than  the  heaviest  annual  expendi- 
ture during  the  Paraguayan  war.  As  long  as  the 
general  government  continues  to  spend  money  in 
this  way,  the  resources  of  ihe  country  can  not  fur- 
nish ihe  revenue  required  by  the  slates,  and  conse- 
quently local  self-government  will  be  impossible. 
Deputy  Tosta  spoke  in  favor  of  the  union  ol  church 
and  stale. 

Detemhet  st>-~ Depuly  Oilicica  asked  Hie  gov- 
ernment (or  information  in  regard  to  the  financial 
slate  of  the  country.  If  the  revolution  cost  tlyt 
country  ion,ooo,ooo$,  the  government  should  not 
hesitate  to  say  so.  The  country  is  willing  to  pay 
that  sum  for  the  preservation  of  order  during  the 
period  of  dictatorship.  It  is  necessary,  however, 
that  this  extraordinary  expenditure  should  now 
cease.  The  government,  without  wailing  lobe 
asked,  should  have  laid  before  congress  a  full  re- 
port on  ihe  financial  slate  of  the  country,  for  with- 
out such  data  congress  can  not  provide  for  a  pro- 
per division  of  the  sources  of  revenue  between  the  '■' 
general  and  stale  governments,  lie  accordingly 
proposed  a  resolution  asking  the  government  to 
lay  this  information  before  'congress.  Congress 
decided  to  take  the  resolution  inLo  consideration  on 
the  following  day.  Deputies  Bernardino  dp  Cam- 
pos, Seahra,  Cesar  Zama  and  Badnrd  spoke  011  the 
Constitution.  Deputy  Cesar  Zama  availed  himself 
of  the  occasion  to  say  that,  although  it  is  now  the 
fashion  to  decry  parliamentary  government,  he  is 
unable  to  believe  in  the  possibility  of  a  free  gov- 
ernment without  responsible  ministers  to  come  be- 
fore Ihe  nation's  representatives  and  answer  for 
their  acts.  Deputy  Badaro"  says  that  the  elections 
as  they  are  now  held  are  a  perfect  farce,  and  that 
10  attempt  lo  reconstruct  the  country  in  the  man- 
ner in  which  it  is  now  done,  is  to  build  upon  a 
foundation  of  sand.  He  compared  the  provisional 
government  to  a  timid  tamer  of  wild  lieasls  :  only 
when  ihe  people  are  chained,  does  the  government 
dare  to  face  them.  A  constitution  made  without 
consulting  the  wishes,  feelings  and  traditions  of 
the  people,  can  not  last, 

Decemba  27. --Propositions  to  move  the  con- 
gressional chamber  to  more  agreeable  quarters 
were  submitted,  and  also  to  change  the  hour  of 
assembly  to  6  p.m.,  but  they  were  rejected  hy  the 
chair.  The  motion  of  Sr.  Oiticica  for  information 
as  to  the  position  ol  the  treasury  and  finances  of 
the  states  was  approved.  The  vote  on  the  Consti- 
tution reached  Art.  26.  Among  the  amend- 
ments passed  is  one  prohibiting  members  of  the 
legislature  from  holding  positions  as  directors  of 
banks  and  companies  dependant  upon  government 
favors.

Provincial  Notes 


—In  Ceara  there  is  some  opposition  to  tlie 
census. 

— It  is  proposed  to  light  the  town  of  l.enpoldiua, 
Minns,  with  electric  light. 

— The  November  deaths  in  Para  numbered  fj6, 
ol  which  13  were  foreigners. 

—The  wine  crop  of  the  municipality  of  Itntfbn, 
S.  Paulo,  is  estimated  at  500  pipes.' 

— It  is  announced  that  the  electric  light  will  be 
ready  for  use  in  Rio  Claro  about  May  next. 

— The  yotnaldt  Minas  proposes  that  the  news- 
papers should  raise  a  subscription  for  the  Emperor. 

—The  election  of  the  Rio  de  Janeiro  state 
legislature  lias  been  postponed  until  February  ljtb. 

—On  the  official  ticket  of  candidates  for  Hie 
legislature  in  Minns  Geraes  there  are  9  public 
employes. 

— The  governor  ol  Rio  cle  Janeiro  lias  peculiar 
tastes.  He  went  to  hear  mass  on  Christmas  at  the 
penitentiary. 

—The  Crumto  do  Notte  says  that  Dr.  Joan 
Gomes  Ribeiro  was  deposed  from  the  office  of 
governor  of  Rio  Grande  do  Norte, 

—The  Monitot  Campista  calls  on  the  govern- 
ment either  to  appease  the  general  discontent  by 
concession,  or  to  crush  it  by  force. 

—Col.  Martins  Hoehr,  convicted  of  complicity 
in  the  murder  of  ])r.  Felippe  Alves  in  Rio  Grande 
do  Sul,  has  appealed  to  the  superior  court. 

— In  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  a  brutal  attack  was 
recently  made  on  the  engineer  Lacerda  Werneck 
by  soldiers  of  the  3rd  battalion  of  infantry, 

—  The  new  lbitish  consul  at  Rio  Grande,  Mr. 
Walter  Risley  Hearn,'  entered  upon  the  dis- 
charge of  his  consular  duties  on  the  gtli  insi. 

—According  to  our  Santos  exchanges,  the  police 
pre  practising  all  kinds  of  abuses  in  that  city. 
Unjust  arrests  and  cruelties  lu  prisoners  are  of 
daily  occurrence. 

— The  governor  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  has  decided 
that  the  old  legislative  chamber,  with  a  few  molli- 
fications, will  serve  the  new  legislative  body  to 
assemble  in  next  year. 

— According  to  recent  advices  from  Santa  Calha- 
rina  the  gentle  Indian  is  inclined  to  make  it  warm 
'  for  colonists  and  the  latter  are  asking  for  arms  to 
protect  themselves. 

—The  Provincia  do  Pant  of  the  51I1  publishes  a 
telegram  from  Senator  Paes  de  Carvalhd  to  Gov- 
ernor  Chermont,  assuring  him  that  congress  is 
unanimously  in  favor  of  self-government  for  the 
stales. 

—The  November  receipts  of  the  S.  Paulo  post- 
office  were  I7,540$55o  for  the  capital  and  41,. 
9"9$8oo  for  the  other  offices  of  (be  stale.  The 
total  increase  over  the  same  month  of  18X9  was 
9,432$040. 

—At  a  place  called  Ponta-Grossa  do  Melio,  not 
far  from  the  ciiy  ol  Campos,  a  young  man,  between 
17  and  18  years  of  age,  attempted  to  murder  his 
father  while  the  latter  was  asleep.  The  son  attacked 
him  with  a  knife,  severely  wounding  him. 

—Among  the  receipts  at  the  Penedo  custom- 
house in  October  figures  2$5oq  offered  by  an  em- 
ploye" to  pay  oft  the  national  debt.  This  gentle- 
man evidently  wants  his  name  brought  prominent- 
ly before  the  eyes  of  an  admiring  world. 

—A  policcrttan  of  the  Rio  de  Janeiro  provincial 
corps  jumped  from  a  ferry  boat  on  the  24th  and 
his  body  will  ultimately  be  found.  Despair  at  ever 
reaching  Nictheroy,  so  slow  are  the  boats,  is  sup. 
posed  to  have  turned  the  unhappy  man's  mind. 

— As  we  lully  anticipated,  the  disorderly  conduct 
and  subsequent  conflict  in  Para"  on  the  part  of  the 
military  force  there,  has  been  laid  at  the  doors  of 
the  two  opposition  papers— the  Diatio  de  Noticias 
and  Democrats:.  It  is  singular  how  easily  the 
military  are  led  astray  by  inconvenient  journals  ! 

—At  Quissama,  Rio  de  Janeiro,  the  municipal 
council  of  Macalie*  has  appointed  an  electoral  board 
composed  of  two  police  officers  and  three  other 
non-residents,  one  of  whom  is  a  cart-driver.  Evi- 
dently St.  Jacob  is  convinced  that  he  requires 
technical  assistance  in  the  management  of  the  car 
of  stale. 

—The  town  of  Paraiiagua,  Parana,  celebrated 
the  opening  of  a  new  wharf,  for  landing  freight, 
on  the  26th.  All  that  now  remains  to  lie  done  is 
to  adopt  a  regulation,  alter  the  style  of  Rio,  for- 
bidding the  approach  of  steamers  between  Nov- 
ember and  April,  and  during  other  seasons  only 
upon  special  permission. 

—At  a  meeting  held  at  Juiz  de  F6ra  and  attended 
by  500  representative  men  from  different  parts  of 
Minas,  including  a  number  of  congressmen,  a 
ticket  was  organized  in  opposition  to  the  official 
ticket  of  candidates  for  the  state  legislature.  The 
sentiment  was  decidedly  averse  to  the  official 
constitution. 

— The  Juiz  municipal  ol  Sacramento,  Minas 
Geraes,  appears  to  be  in  difficulties.  He  has 
written  here  that  he  lias  heeen  "hammered"  \tS- 
pancado)  in  his  office,  is  threatened  constantly,  etc. 
The  peculiar  feature  is  that  this  afflicted  judge  docs 
not  publish  the  names  of  his  persecutors,  which 
most  sane  men  would  do. 

—A  telegram  published  here  on  the  29th  stales 
that  the  municipality  ol  S.  Paulo  has  decided  to 
grant  no  move  concessions.  Probably,  as  happened 
with  that  distinguished  Paidisln,  ibe  minister  of 
agriculture,  all  the  concessions  have  been  granted. 
Would  not  the  municipality  grant  an  interest  guar- 
antee for  a  cotton  mill,  or  two,  at  M6oca,  or  Braz? 

—In  Parana"  a  party  of  bandits  took  possession 
of  lire  town  of  S.  Jose"  da  Una  Vista,  sacking  it 
and  causing  the  police 'and  judicial  authorities  to 
flee  for  their  lives.  The  cause  of  the  attack  was 
the  arrest  of  the  leader  of  ibe  bandits,  who,  it  is 
said,  has  during  his  career  committed  15  murders. 
The  state  government  has  sent  a  force  of  50  cavaly 
against  the  bandits. 


—Unless  Sr.  Paulino  Jose1  Scares  de  Souza  is 
prepared  lo  "eat  his  leek,"  it  appears  that  the 
Febru^y  election  for  the  stale  legislature  in  Rio 
de  Janeiro  will  be  sharply  contested.  The  leader 
of  the  "moderates"  has  published  a  stinging  attack 
on  Governor  Pnrtella. 

—The  general  holidays  decreed  by  the  pro- 
visional government  not  being  sufficient,  the 
provisional  governor  of  A  magmas  has  decreed 
thai  llirec  other  days  shall  be  set  apart,  viz.  I 
loth  Inly,  to  commemorate  the  final  emancipation 
of  slavery  in   Amazonas ;  5th  September,  touom- 

mem orate  the  Independence  of  ilic  old  province; 
and  21st  November,  to  commemorate  the  adhesion 

of  the  state  to  Ibe  recent  revolution. 

—According  to  the  Provincial  do  Par,!  of  the  Ctll 
inst.  the  editor-in-chief  of  that  journal,  Sr.  An- 
tonio I.emos,  was  attacked  on  the  preceding  day 
and  beaten  by  three  men,  one  of  which  is  professor 
ol  Portuguese  in  the  LyCCU  I'araeuse,  by  name 
Dr.  America  Marques  Santa  Rosa,  assisted  by  his 
son— a  haeharet—  and  an  ordinary  mortal  called 
t'oniinho.  It  is  a  singular  stale  of  affairs  when 
the  teachers  of  youth  take  to  street  brawls. 


Coffee   Notes 


— Rains  and  hail  storms  arc  said  to  have  caused 
some  damage  to  coffee  in  Minas  Geraes.  On  one 
plantation  the  damage  was  estimated  at  2,000$. 

—The  coffee  merchants  of  Santos  have  asked 
the  municipal  council  of  that  city  lo  organize  a 
detective  police  for  the  purpose  of  checking  coffee 
siealiug,  which  has  become  very  prevalent  then'. 

—The  coffee  merchants  have  addressed  a  com- 
munication lo  the  railway  administrations  asking 
for  exact  weight  in  the  coffee  shipped  from  the 
interior.  There  is  much  complaint  of  loss  in 
weight. 

'During  the  week  ending  to-day,"  says  the 
>o  de  Santos  of  the  20th,  "there  was  a  lively 
nil  lor  coffee,  especially  for  shipment  to  the 
■d  Slates,  and  about  100,000  bags  changed

— Decree  No.  1,182  makes  an  appropriation  of 
9,02o,22ji$SOO  for  expenses  with  the  S.  Paulc-and 
Rio  de  Janeiro  line. 

—The  shareholders  of  the  Paubsta  company 
have  given  the  board  of  directors  full  powers  for 
effecting  the  fusion  with  Ihe  Mogyana  line. 

— A  decree  dated  on  the  19th  inst.  approves  the 
definite  surveys  of  the  first  lo  kilometres  of  the 
Muzambinho  extension  of  the  Minns  and  Rio  rail- 
way. 

— A  S.  Paulo  merchant  complains  to  a  journal 
in  that  city  that  freight  shipped  to  him  from  Rio 
by  the  Central  railway  on  the  6th  bad  not  reached 
him  on  the  18th. 

—On  the  28th  the  Jomaldo  Commereio  mentions 
a  report  that  the  government  would  appoint  a  com- 
mission of  three  engineers  to  represent  Brazil  at 
the  international  railway  congress  lo  be  held  at 
Washington.  \ 

—  The  Central  line  has  broken  its  record.  A 
barrel  of  Hour  shipped  over  this  road  to  Vista 
Alegre  on  Oct.  1  is  still  on  the  way.  The  Central 
people,  however,  SHy  that  all  the  compliments 
offered  are  due  to  the  Leopold  in  a  company,  whose 
zeal  in  the  service  of  the  public  is  almost  equal  to 
that  of  the  government  line  itself.  The  Leopol- 
dina  people,  in  their  turn,  decline  to  accept  an 
unearned  distinction,  for  up  lo  latest  returns  the 
barrel  had  not  yet  reached  them.

—The  Argentine  army  numbered  5,471  rank

—Saturday's  gold  quotations  were  326  in  Buenos

—On  the  night  of  the  2tst  a  military  plot  was 
discovered  in  Buenos  Aires  and  several  officers  of 
llie  army  were  arrested. 

—A  public  meeting  is  called  for  New  Vear's  day 
in  Buenos  Aires  for  the  purpose  of  procla 
candidacy    .if     Gen,     liartolomeu"     Mitre' 
presidency. 

—The  damages  caused  by  the  freshet  at  Cordoba 
are  estimated  at  $4,000,000.

—A  report  is  current  in  Montevideo  thai  some 
American  capitalists  have  offered  financial  assist- 
ance  lo  Uruguay  on  condition  that  the  latter 
shall  favor  the  influence  of  the  United  Slates  in 
opposition  to  that  of  Europe.  We  do  not'eredit 
the  story. 

—We  see  by  the  Southern  Cross  thai  Mr  Ed. 
ward  A.  Hopkins  lias  been  appointed  a  special 
commissioner  to  represent  Argentina  ai  ihe  inter- 
national railway  congress  at '  Washington.  I  The 
Argentines  have  apparently  resolved  to  air  their 
"boundless   possibilities,"    whatever  may  happen. 

—According  lo  recent  telegraphic  reports,  it 
would  seem  that  ihe  provinces  of  Mendoza,  Cor- 
rientes,  Cordoba  and  Tucuman  are  all  ripe  for 
revolt.  The  theory  of  developing  the  country 
with  borrowed  resources,  in  order' lo  enrich  a  few 
public  officials  and  their  friends,  is  leading  to 
somewhat  unexpected  results.
